“ A family named McDonald lives way 
back in the wilderness of the Moliis 
river. 
It consists of the luisband, Rod­ 
erick McDonald, his wife and his sister, 
both young women. 
They have a snug 
little farm in there, and keei^ a few cat­ 
tle. 
Their most valuable p ossession in 
that line w”as a yoke of steei*s. 
One day 
McDonald was obliged to go to one of 
the settlements several miles away, and 
his business x vas to keep him over night. 
His wife and sister x vere left alone to 
look after tilings during his absence. 
J list before dark a great bellowing wtus 
heard among the cattle in the barinx aid. 
The sounds were of such an unusual 
character that the two women became 
satisfied that the}^ were cries of terror. 
Mrs. McDonald, armed with a p itchfork, 
and her sister, carrying an ax , hurried 
to the barnyard. 
“ There they found an cncrmoiis bear, 
standing defiantly between the p rostrate 
bodies of the two steers, each of which 
he had felled to the ground and killed. 
The other ciittle were huddled in terror 
in a corner of the yard. 
The bear 
growled tuid snarled and showed his 
teeth as the Women ap p roticlied, but, in 
sp ite of his terrible front and threaten­ 
ing attitude, the sight of the steers lying 
dead on the ground was more than the 
p lucky young women could sbmd, and 
they rushed with desp erate intent on the 
snarling hear. 
THEY KILLED TIIE BEAR. 
“Mrs. AIcDonald charged with her 
p itchfork and thrust its sharp , long tines 
deep into the bear’s neck. 
The bear 
gave a howl of jmin, and striking the 
handle of the p itchfork a p owerful blow 
with one forep aw he wrenched it from 
Mrs. McDonald's hands and sent it fly­ 
ing across the barnyard. W hile the bear 
Wiis doing that Miss McDonald p itched 
into him with the ax , and at the first 
blow disabled one of his terrible forelegs. 
The bear turned 011 her and she rained 
blows thick and fast up on him as she 
backed slowly away. 
Mrs. McDonald 
quickly regained p ossession of the p itcli- 
fork and renewed her attack on the bear. 
“ Between the attacks of the two de­ 
termined and p lucky women the bear 
was so badly harassed that he made an 
effort to escap e from the field, but the 
women p ressed him too closely. 
The 
battle was not of long duration, for the 
lusty blows of tlie ax e in the girl’s bauds 
and the deep and p ainful stabs inflicted 
by Mrs. McDonald with her x >itchforlc 
soon had their effect on the bear, big 
and tough as he was, and in ten minutes 
after the fight began he was stretched 
dead by the side of his victims, the two 
steers. 
The two nervy women had their 
clothing nearly strip p ed from them by 
the claws of the bear, but beyond a few 
scratches they were not injured. 
•‘They were not on the scene in time 
to save the valued steers, but their p luck 
ill avenging the death of the cattle 
aroused so mucli enthusiasm and ad­ 
m iration at the settlem ent that a p urse 
was raised among the lumbermen ami 
hunters, with which another yoke of 
steers was bought and p resented to Mrs. 
McDonald and her brave little sister. 
x VNOTIIER WO^LVN'S BEAR. 
“ Ill tliJit same Alolns river wilderness, 
but nearer the headwators, lives during 
the summer and sometimes as bite as the 
middle of November, if tli-e weather is 
not too severe, a family mimed Baker. 
They are Boston p eop le, but on account 
of the health of one of the family, who 
is benefited by the sp ruce and p ine air of 
the region, they sp end most of the year 
in tlieir commodious cabin in the Molus 
woods. 
“ B akers wife is a p retty woman cf 
about thirty, and has learned to handle 
the rifle like an old woodsman. 
She in­ 
sisted on making one of a p arty that had 
formed to rout out and kill a big bear 
that had been located in a swtimp a mile 
or so from the cabin. She was stationed 
by the guide tit a sp ot where iu his judg­ 
ment the bear would not be likely to 
come out when tiie dogs got after him, 
as he had no faith in a woman’s ability 
to stand and shoot at a bear as it 
bounced into sight out of a thicket. 
“ His judgm ent was right, for when 
the dogs got oil the track of the bear 
Mrs. B-iker heard them taking a course 
that would fetch bruin out of tlie swamp 
at a p lace where she would be unable to 
see it or get a shot. But she wasn’t there 
to be fooled, and she stiirted 
011 a run 
for the sjiot where the bear was evidently 
headed for, and she ¡^t there before any 
one else did. 
The bear, a tremendous 
big fellow, 1 1 6 bhick as ink, brake through 
the thick brush 011 the edge of the swamp , 
and was ¡Hitting in his best licks across 
the op ening for cover on the otlier side.

Baker tu id another 
member of the ¡larty came tearing to 
the sp ot, Nirs. Balcer was siuting on the 
carcass of the bear as cool as a cucum­ 
ber, and w ith mock disgust ex claimed; 
“ ‘You're a nice lot of hrmters, I de­ 
clare! 
If it hadn’t been for me this 
bear would have been a mile away in 
the woods before you stup id tilings knew 
w hat had become of it!””—New York

There are three books regarded as sa­ 
cred by Buddliists of Ceylon. 
The first, 
called the 3Iahavanso, is the most highly 
veii(*rated. 
It ha.s been very carefully 
liaiided down from generation to genera­ 
tion, tho most ancient cop ies not vary­ 
ing ill the least from those of modem 
date. 
Tlio Nlahavanso contains “ The 
Doctrine, Race and Lineage of Buddha,” 
besides the authentic annals of Ceylon­ 
ese Buddhism. 
Nex t to tho 3Iahavaiiso in p oint of 
veneration is the “ Learned Priest’s” his­ 
tory of Buddha, called tho R ajaratna- 
cari. 
Tliis book also contains ex tracts 
from otlier antique works, besides a 
record of the erection of the various 
teuqdes and shrines of the island and a 
history of the kings from the year 540 
B. C. 
The third of the Ceylonese sacred 
hooks is called the Rajavali or “ Light 
Giver;” it is simp ly a modern siip p le- 
ineut of the other two and brings the 
records down to date. 
The main p or­ 
tion is given up to recording events in 
Ceylonese history since the advent of the 
the 
Dutch, esp ecial 
attention being 
given to that p ortion of the work which 
tells of the ex p ulsion of the Portuguese.
